No. 01/PCI/1/ 70- 1 —The following Notification issued by the Commission of 
Inquiry appointed by the Government of India to enquire into the course of 
events arising out of the procession taken out by the Samyukta Socialist Party in. 
New Delhi on the 6th April, 1970 is published for general information as desired 
by the Commission: — 

Whereas by a Notification No. 31/13/70-Pol.I(A), Government of India, Minis¬ 
try of Home Affairs, dated 23rd April, 1970, the Central Government has appointed 
a Commission of Inquiry to enquire into the following matters:— 

(t ) The course of events arising out ol the procession token out by the 
Samyukta Socialist Party in New Delhi on the 6th of April. 1970, 
around the Patel Chowk area involving use of force resulting in 
injuries to several persons, including some Members of Parliament, 
and the death of Shrl Behari of Borabanki, alleged to have been 
caused as a result of the use of such force; 

i » the justification for the use of force by the Police and Hie extent thereof; 
(:) any other mutter having relevance to the above. 

Now, therefore, in the exercise of tho powers conferred on it under the Com, 
missions of Inquiry Act, 1952 and the Rules made thereunder, the Commission 
so appointed hereby issues this Notification inviting all persons acquainted with 
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the subject matter of the enquiry to furnish to the Commission statements regard¬ 
ing the facts and circumstances relating to the matters referred to above in the 
Notification appointing the Commission of Inquiry; 

Every statement furnished to the Commission should be accompanied by an 
affidavit in respect of the facts set out in the statement and sworn to by the person 
furnishing the statement; 

Every person furnishing the statement shall also furnish to the Commission along 
with the statement list of documents, if any, on which he proposes to rely and 
forward to the Commission wherever possible the original or true copies of such 
documents as may he in his possession or power and shall state the names and 
'addresses of the persons from whom the remaining documents mav be obtained; 

The statement should reach the office of the Commission of Inquiry (Patel 
Chowk incidents In New Delhi of 6th April, 1970) Room No, 214, Vigyan Bhavan, 
New Delhi on or before the 29th of June, 1970.
